AT a meeting of the Executive Council of 
the American Bankers’ Association held at 
New York yesterday, it was decided to hold 
the annual Convention at Niagara Falls on 
the 10th of August.

Canadian and European bankers and capital- 
ists. More than the usual time will be al- 
lotted to extempore speeches. Among the 
subjects to be discussed are The Currency 
of the Future,” The Cause and Prevention 
of Panics,” The Industrial Progress of the 
South and West,” “Progress of Through 
Traffic Between the West and Europe.” 


Tue fire at Quebec yesterday morning, of 
which a brief account was given in this paper, 
destroyed 657 buildings, including St. John’s 
Church, and inflicting a total loss of about 
$2,500,000. Five lives are known to have 
been lost in the conflagration, and there are 
some persons missing who, it is feared, have 
perished in the flames. The burned quarter 
was inhabited by rather well-to-do people, 
and the loss will not fall very heavily on 
them. Relief Committees have already been 
formed to take care of the sufferers. The 
Legislative Assembly has voted $10,000, the 
Archbishop of Quebec has donated 81,000, 
and the Marquis of Lorne $500 for a relief 
fund. Other large subscriptions have been 
made. 


Tue Republican State Executive Com mit- 
tee of Virginia met yesterday at Richmond

mittee. The motion was agreed to, and the 
committee appointed, sat last night, and 
heard Bradley’s story. He said he had been 
paid the money by Senator Sessions, and de- 
tailed the circumstances of the bribe-giving.

QuEBEC, June 9.—A;/walk through Que- 
bec’s hitherto finest and widest street—St. 
John street, in the subarbs—to-day must be 
something like a visit te the subterranean 
ruins of Pompeii and Hereulaneum, or to the 
streets and avenues at the foot of a coal-mine. 
Everything is desolation, —Dare walls, with- 
out roofs, windows, or doors lying each side 
of the street. Railroad tracks are in places 
doubled up a foot in hight, and the very 
ground itself is so baked as to present the 
appearance of iron-ore. It is almost im- 
possible to believe that, a few short 
hours ago, this district was covered with 
handsome cut-stone and brick stores and 
dwellings. Everybody seems panic-stricken 
at the situation and disheartened at the pros-

situation. Every one is on the streets, and no 
one seems to have slept last night. God only 
knows what is be done,—how the 
people are to be fed, and how the 
losses are to be outlived, for many 
of the sufferers will lose heavily. Of 
the insurance com pauies the foremost, per- 
haps, will come the North British and Mer- 
cantile, the Northern and Royal. The Que- 
bec, a local company, and well established, 
will have to meet heavy liabilities. The 
comparatively few Montcalm Ward people 
who were burned out are of a respectable 
class, and able to shift for themselves again. 
So are some from St. John’s Ward; but the 
vast majority are destitute French Canadi- 
ans. Measures for their relief must be insti- 
tuted to-day. 

THE “CHRONICLE” 
offers the following strong hint to the Gov- 
ernor-General respecting the Dall arranged 
for tonight: We believe it to be very 
probable, in view of the terrible calamity 
sustained by the city in this morning's fire, 
that the Governor-General’s bali, to have 
been given this evening in the Music-Hall, 
will be postponed. Itis singular that, with 
the exception of St. Patrick and Artillery 
streets, this morning’s fire has destroyed the 
very portion of Montcalm and St. John’s 
Wards lett after the destructive fire of 1873.

EARLY R ORTS. 
ORIGIN OF THE FIRE. 

QuEBEC, June ¥.—One of those destructive 
fires to which Quebec is so subject, broke out 
at 11 p. m., in the midst of St. John’s sub- 
urbs, mid way between St. Rocke and Upper 
Town. The fire originated in a small wooden 
house in Olive street, and directly it spread 
to adjoining buildings and assumed 
great proportions. The fire brigade be- 
came demoralized and lost all control of 
themselves and the fire. At 2 o’clock this 
morning, St. John’s Church (Roman Catho- 
lic), the largest in the city, worth $100,000, is 
burning. Six hundred buildings are de- 
stroyed, some of brick and stone, respect- 
able, but a majority poor and small and of 
wood, The loss so far must be over $750,000, 
with 1,000 families homeless. The fire is 
still spreading. The houseless are camped 
out in fields surrounding the city. Panic pre- 
vails everywhere. The burning sparks and 
shingles are falling all over the city. 

The principal streets destroyed are Rich- 
mond, Latourette, Oliver, Richelieu, and Da- 
guillon, running east and west parallel with 
the river and St. John street, and St. Marie, 
Deligny, St. Clair, and Suther! 

The fire 
miserably inadequate to the 
city, and the water-supply is miserably in-

THE REDUCTION IN\RATES. 

Commissioner Fink.gives notice that the 
reduction in seventh, eighth, and ninth 
classes of freight also affects live hogs, the 
rates on which will be reduced five cents per 
100 pounds, making the rate 30 cents from 
Chicago to New York. 

So far the reduction has not affected east- 
bound business in the least, and shipments 
are still exceedingly light. The only article 
the reduction will probably affect is oats, as 
this cereal is not so freely shipped by lake es 
corn and wheat. In order to meet the cém- 
petition by lake and by the Mississippi the 
rail rates will have to be reduced to about 18 
cents per 100 pounds, As long as the rail 
rates are higher than that but little of the 
business will go by rail. The lake rates are 
much lower than they were at this time last 
year, on account of the competition by the 
Mississippi barge lines. Much business is 
still being diverted to the Mississippi River 
route. An Indianapolis paper states that 
last Monday eighty-five carloads of grain were 
loaded at Indianapolis for southern points 
and but eleven for Eastern markets. The 
same paper states for some days past 
the movement f that point has been 
about in that proportion, and for three 
months past shipments of grain south have 
been considerably in excess of the east- 
bound movement, The Mississippi barge- 
fine has an exceptional advantage this year 
over both$the lake and rail routes to Eastern 
seaports. The construction of so great a 
number of new lines in Texas, Mexico, and 
the Southwest has necessitated the purchase 
of immense amounts of stell rails in England, 
which are be shipped directly to New Or- 
leans.

Gol DpwWI W Smita says: There is no doubt 
as to the momentous and pregnant fact that 
the blacks are increasing faster than the 
whites in the United States,“ and seems to 
apprehend that they may soon have the 
political ascendeney, and make the Republic 
a Hayti. These fears are groundiess. The 
rate of increase of the black race over the 
whites is small; and it is by no means cer- 
tain that a part of it at least does not repre- 
sent deficiencies in the census of 1570 cor- 
‘rected in the census of 1880. Nothing is 
more deceptive than a calculation based on 
percentages, when the principal numbers are 
a large and a small one respectively. The 
blacks are, roughly. one-eighth of the entire 
population. A growth of 35 per cent among 
them does not represent nearly the same ab- 
solute increase that a rate of 29 per cent does 
among the whites. The blacks, for instance, 
increased 1,697,488 from 1870 to 1880, 
while the white ;opulation in the same 
period increased about 10,000,000. If the 
same relative rate of increase should be 
maintained the black population would be 
numerically equal with the white population 
419 years from now, or in the year of our 
Lord 2300, The danger is not, it will be ob- 
served, very imminent. Moreover, there is 
no assurance that the same conditions will be 
maintained indefinitly. A comparatively 
swall biack population may thrive better 
than a larger one. The mixture of the races 
may affect the blacks unfavorably, for the 
mulattoes are notoriously not prolific. It is

BETWEEN times the Charleston News and 
Courier is the fairest-spoken paper in the 
South.

they have lost their manhood by base sub- 
serviency, by trackling syeophancy, they 
make public servants of them! Then they 
serve two masters, but if they fail to serve the 
Boss first he orders the Government to dis- 
charge them. This fact explains the incom- 
petency which disgraces State Assemblies 
and Congress. It is illustrated in the waste- 
fulness, extravagance, and thievery of city 
and county administration. It becomes 
glaringly apparent in the disclosures of the 
star-route investigation which shows the 
existence for many years of an organized 
system of wholesale plunder of the Govern- 
ment by contractors through the aid of its 
paid servants. It is unnecessary specifically 
to point out the responsibility of he ma- 
chine” for the monstrous frauds Post- 
master-General James 1s unearthing. The 
connection between the machine“ and the 
frauds is palpable, and therefore undeniable. 
When it is proposed to expose and punish 
defrauders of the Government“ machine“ 
men invariably profess to fear that it will 
“hurt the party.” They are apprehensive 
lest official representatives of che party 
high in place and public confidence may be 
involved. If it isreplied that criminals must 
be punished, the rejoinder is prompt, to the 
effect that it is impossible wholly to preveut 
stealing from the public purse, that pecula- 
tions are inevitable, that they exist in all 
Governments, etc., ete. The machine“ 
men are logical, at least. They know that 
the machine“ must de supported, 
and that the Bosses who run it are 
neither disposed nor able to bear the expense. 
Hence the conclusion is Irresistible that the 
necessary sums of money must be drawn 
from the pockets of the taxpayers. “ This is 
infamous,” exclaims an innocent citizen, un- 
acquainted with the Ins and outs of politics. 
“Why don’t you run the party yourself, 
then?” coolly responds the machine-man; 
perhaps you can run it without money.“ 
Mr. Conkling’s case affords an admirable 
illustration of the confidence of the machine 
Boss. Mr. Conkling knew, when he resigned, 
that there was sitting at Albany an Assetubly 
a large majority of which was chosen in his 
interest by his machine. He never doubted 
for one moment but what that majority 
would meet in caucus and decree his re- 
election, and he was equally confi- 
dent that with the power of the ma- 
chine he could force the unwilling minority 
to acquiesce in the decree of the majority. 
But the situation at Albany to-day is a splen- 
did illustration of the fact that the masses of 
the Republican party have highly resolved 
to break the autocratic, corrupt machine into 
little pieces, and scatter the pieces to the four 
winds of heaven. They have determined to 
emancipate themselves from its domineering 
control, and he who stands in the way must 
fall! This country has grown too great to 
be controlled by Bosses. A dozen Bosses are 
as objectionable as one Boss. The people 
will have neither Councils of Ten nor syndi- 
cates. They are as averse to the rule of five 
or ten little Caesars as to one great Cesar. 
Hence thev have decreed the destruction of 
the machine and all its works. Attorney- 
General MacVeagh will shortly exhibit toa 
jury some specimen pieces of the wreck. 


GEN. SHERMAN ON JEFF DAVIS. 

There is a good deal of ‘satisfaction in hav 
ing a General of the army who can talk as 
well as fignt. The former faculty may some- 
times betray an old soldier into controversies 
that might better be avoided, but it also en- 
ables him to defend himself, his associates, 
and his country on public occasions against 
misrepresentation and malice. The reunion 
of the Army of the Potomac at Hartford 
gave Gen. Sherman such an opportunity, 
and he improved it with a readiness, skill, 
and vigor that will make him new friends 
and win him new laurels throughout the 
land. He took up such extracts as he has 
read from Jeff Davis’ recent book and ex- 
posed their falsity in terms that will make 
the ex-President of the ex-Confederacy 
squirm when he reads Gen. Sherman’s com- 
ments. 

Gen. Sherman proved conclusively that so 
far as Davis purported to give the true 
history of the “March to the Sea,” and es- 
pecially in regard to the removal of the non- 
combatants from Atlanta and the burning of 
Columbia, Davis has made a deliberate and 
conscious attempt to falsify history. The 
facts in regard to these incidents fortunately 
do not rest upon the prevailing sentiment of 
the South at the close of the War. They 
have been investigated by impartial juries. 
The humanity and decency attending the 
removal of the non-combatant population of 
Atlanta has been fully attested by Maj. 
Clare, a Confederate officer acting as a rep- 
resertative of Gen. Hood, and the interna- 
tional investigation of the British claims 
for the lossof property in the burning of 
Columbia proved that the city was not firea 
by Union troops, but perished as the result 
of Confederate recklesness in iguiting cotton 
to keep it out of the handsof the Union 


) army. Jeff Davis is thus convictedof an 


effort to gratify his hatred of the North at 
the expense of demonstrated facts, and to 
keep alive the sectional feeling of the South 
among future generations by vouching for 
the rumors and theories which took theirrise 
among a vanquished people at atime when 
they were not capable of judging fairly. 

The strongest point which Gen. Sherman 
made against Jeff Davis, however, was his 
defense of the Confederate Generals Hood 
and Johnston against the assaults which 
Davis made upon them asa means for glorify- 
ing himself. Davis charges that Johnston 
disobeyed his orders by surrendering when 
he did, and not prolonging the War by a re- 
treat toward Texas. Upon that charge Gen. 
Sherman makes the following comment: 


Now, many humane and good men belleved 
that, after Vicksburg and Gettysburg, the Civil 
War should have ended, and all the horrors and 
devastation which afterwards resuited are 
chargenbie to the Confederate authorities. 
Whatever may be the judgment of mankind on 
that vroposition, [ am sure there is no good 
American citizen of the North or South but will 
fee! a debt uf gratitude to Gen. Johuston for his 

ood sense and his bumanity in stopping the 

Var when he did, in defiance of Davis' orders. 

To have resolved the War in April, 1865, from 
one by grand, organized armies into one 
ot partisan guerrillas would have been an 
unpardonable crime against humanity, I know 
that at that time many of us dreaded such 
an event, and I would not have believed chat a 
man of such weight and expcrience could have 
advised and ordered it had not Davis, in bis new 
book, revealed tbe truth over his own signature. 
Gen. Johnston still tives in vigor and health, and 
is abundantiy able to vindicate bis soidierly 
fame acainst this and other things which Davis 
has castathim. I may aliude toa case in this 
connection to show bow blind Davis seemed to 
have become to the bumunities of war, bow 
little s¥yimpatby he felt for the marches, toils, 
privations, and deaths of bis own soldiers, to ad- 
vise and order that the remnants of his armies 
should fee towards Texas, thousands of miles 
through a country already devastated. pursued 
by a relentiess foe, delaying for a few short 
weeks and months his own hope!ess fate. 


There is every reason to believe that the pur- 
pose of Jeff Davis was precisely what Gen. 
Sherman hints at,—to prolong the struggle 
into a guerrilla warfare. It would have been 
a disgrace to modern civilization and a great 
wrong upon the very people over whose wel- 
fare Davis had been called to preside. There 
may have been a more cowardly and scurvy 
motive in this effort of Davis to prolong the 
War than Gen. Sherman has given. His 
highest purpose, perhaps, was to furnish 
himself with an opportunity for escaping the 
penalty of treason which he believed would 
That he entertained 
an abject fear of personal injury was 
made manifest by his flight and 
the circumstances of his capture, It 
is not improbable that he estimated that his 
chances for escape would be improved, or 


that an opportunity would be afforded for 
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making terms which would save his life, 
through a hopeless prolongation of the War 
for a few weeks. It did not matter to him 
that the lives of hundreds and perhaps 
thousands of men might be sacrificed by this 
means, if he could only rescue his own mis- 
erable existence; and even his ultimate es- 
cape from the just penalty of his crime has 
not consoled him for the failure of his self- 
ish and cowardly scheme. 

Gen. Sherman is entitled to new gratitude 
for his exposure of Jeff Davis. It is to be 
hoped he will rend the latter’s book entire 
and follow up his pointed and forcible exhi- 
bition of its falsehoods, This book was writ- 
ten by Davis with the double purpose of 
glorifying his own partin the most wicked 
of all modern rebellions and of perpetuating 
the sectional hatred which first led to the War 
and grew upon its results among certain 
classes. If itcan be plainly shown that the 
book teems with falsehoods and that the au- 
thor has been actuated by base motives in 
every view he takes of the struggle, then 
Davis’ account of the Rise and Fall of the 
Southern Confederacy ” may become a mon- 
ument to the villainy rather than to the glory 
of the man who wrote it.

THE OHIO CAMPAIGN. 

The unanimous and enthusiastic indorse- 
ment which Gen. Garfield’s Administration 
received at the hands of the Republican Con- 
vention of Ohio is an echo of popular senti- 
ment throughout that State and every Repub- 
llean State in the Union. This approval has a 
specia! value in coming from Garfieid’s own 
State, where he would be most likely to 
meet criticism if he had failed to satisfy 
public expectation. The emphasis and im- 
portance given to the iudgrsement were due 
in large part to the issue Which Conkling has 
made, and there could be no better indication 
of the sentiment of the Republican party 


than the expression of a State Convention se-. 


leeted by the people without interference in 
the very heat of the Conkling struggle. Ifa 
similar convention were to be held in New 
York State to-day, and if the people of that 
State were permitted to choose their 
delegates without submitting to any 
machine influence, the Administration 
would be sustained with equal uns- 
nimity. There is n0 Republican 
State in the Union where the people would 
not be proud of just such an utterance as 
that of Senator Sherman when he said: 
There never has been and there never will 
be room for a Boss in the State; the man who 
attempts it had better make his will before- 
hand.“ 

This is one of the years when ordinarily it 
might be feared that Ohio, a close State, 
would go Democratic. It is what is called 
an olf year.” It is the first year of a new 
Administration, and all the disappointed 
oficeseekers and their friends are more re- 
sentful than they will be at any future day. 
It is a time at which apathy among the Re- 
publicans may always be expected. There is 
no great incentive to political work and no 
very serious loss to be apprehended in defeat. 
It is a time when the Democrats always 
make a dead rush io carry the doubtful 
States. But the Republicans of Ohio this 
year will have a certain pride in carrying their 
State by a good majority. They willtake great 
satisfaction in rebuking the New York mar- 
plot who has sought to break down the new 
Administration. They will recognize a rea- 
son for activity and interest which does not 
usually exfst in off years.“ 

The renomination of Gov. Foster will as- 
sure an honest effort to bring out the Repub- 
lican vote in Ohio. Gov. Foster is known as 
the intimate personal and political friend of 
President Garfield. It is known that he ap- 
proves Garfield’s course, and that his reélec- 
tion will strengthen the new Administration 
before the country. He will not permit the 
Republican party of Ohio to relapse into the 
indifference which usually succeeds the Pres- 
idential year. His own record as Governor 
will bring great strength to the campaign. 
Ife has reduced the State expeuditures, paid 
off a considerable portion of the State debt. 
and refunded the remainder at such terms 
that the State will only be taxed 
about 314 per cent thereon. In other 
words, the credit of the State of Ohio is now 
on the same plane as that of the National 
Government,—a condition that could only 
have been brought about by able and eco- 
nomical management of State affairs. 

The course taken by the Ohio Convention 
is a notice to the Republican Legislature of 
New York neither to drag outa deadlock in 
the interest of a man who is antagonizing 
the Republican party, nor to permit two 
Democrats to be elected to the United States 
Senate from that State. It was said that 
Senator Sherman in Washington was rather 
lukewarm in the support he gave President 
Garfield in the controversy with Conk- 
ling. If so, it did not take him long to 
ascertain after his return home that Gartield 
had the people with him. The Bucks” in 
the New York Legislature must likewise take 
notice. The sentiment of Republicans in 
New York is substantia ly the same 
as that of Ohio Republicans. They 
are opposed to Boss rule; which 
is the issue in controversy. They see a new 
reason for supporting Gen. Garfield and 
maintaining the organization of the Repub- 
lican party in the fact that no one man nor 
any elique of men shall be allowed to run 
it. The Republican party is the party of the 
people, and it never justified its claim to that 
distinction more emphatically than when its 
National Convention established the rule of 
district representation. It is the party of 
fair play, and it will gain new strength by 
reason of having a President who insists that 
all men who act with the party shall have an 
equal chance, according to their character 
and ability. If the Conkling tools in the 
New York Legislature do not take warning 
from the voice of the Ohio Republicans, they 
may as well make up their minds to follow 
their leader into obscurity and disgrace, 
Ohio would go Republican this year if there 
were no other issue than that which Conk- 
ling has made. 


THE GREAT INFLATION AND DANGER 
ä OF EXPLOS- OR. 

The condition of the stock market in New 
York continues to present a most extraordi- 
nary state of affairs. The work of inflation 
goes on steadily and with almost an insane 
wildness. It has extended to and embraces 
nearly all forms of property, but is especially 
wild in the matter of railroad stocks. The 
present market or quoted prices of railroad 
stocks and bonds indicate an increase, since 
the panic of eight years ago, exceeding the 
amount of the National debt. This inerease 
is mainly on paper. The property actually 
represented by thig indebtedness has in- 
creased in value in no such proportion. 
Some of these stocks have quadrupled in 
market value, while the real value of the 
property has increased to no such extent. 
The prices of the least valuable of this 
property have been pushed up more 
than even more productive property, 
and the amount of water and other 
fictitious value added to the railroad securi- 
ties now in the market during the last three 
years has been perhaps iu excess of one 
thousand millions of dollars; this additional 
value is mainly on paper, and has buta slight 
substantial justification in the actual increuse 
in the productivenessof the property. It is true 
that by a combination of various leading cor- 
porations in the matter of rates of transporta- 
tion there has been a temporary increase of 
earnings sufficient at thmes to pay large divi- 
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dends on the stock of railway companies 
that are really bankrupt, but this is no suff 
cient warrant for the sale of stocks at 150 to 
170 of corporations the real value of whose 
property does not equal the sum of their 
bonded debt, excluding the whole of the so- 
called capital stock. Notwithstanding these 
notorious facts the inflation goes on. Stocks 
selling a short time ago ata few cents have 
been pushed up to high prices; roads bought 
less than a year ago at a few millions have been 
restocked at ten, fifteen, or even thirty miil- 
ions and the stock ran upto par. All the stocks 
of worth less and bankrupt railroads have been 
resurrected, heavily watered, and put on the 
market at high prices. Speculators and 
gamblers have been attracted from all parts 
of the world to New York, and the fiercest 
gambling ever witnessed is now going on. 
the scenes exceeding anything witnessed in 
the craziest time of the old Gold-Room. The 
effect is to put everything up to the highest 
point; to get all the innocents to put all their 
money in these stocks; to keep the prices 
always rising, and delude people into invest- 
ing in the heavy dividend-paying securities. 
Then, when all that is possible has been 
raked in, there will be acrash. Every pro- 
fessional stock-gambler is unloading his in- 
vestments at enormous prices upon the out- 
side adventurers. The plethora of money 
and the low rate of interest pald by stocks 
and bonds of a permanent character tempt 
the men and women of small means to in- 
vest their hundreds and thousands in the 
balloon stocks, hoping to realize large profits. 
So long as the gamblers have anything to 
sell they will keep up the prices, but sooner 
or later, perhaps in a few days, or 
weeks, or months, the inflationists will 
become conservative; having sold out at 
high prices, they will become contraction- 
ists; the market will be permitted to fall, or 
forced to fall; the prices of stocks will run 
down 10, 20, 40, or 60 per cent. ‘There will be 
a wali—a panic that will, in some respects, 
equal that of 1878. Millions of credulous 
people who have and are now putting their 
money into these Inſtated stocks will have 
their hands on their mouths and their mouths 
in the dust, helpless, ruined, and bankrupt 
victims and dupes of the Wall street gam- 
blers. 

That there will be a panic in the stock 
market, that there will be a terrible shrink- 
age of prices, that there will be a sweeping 
decline of stock values, and a panic, is be- 
yond all question. It is inevitable. But, 
unlike the panic of 1873, it will be confined 
in its effects. The farmers have of late years 
paid off their debts to a large extent, and 
have made no new debts. Those mort- 
gages that have been renewed and 
extended bear a reduced rate of in- 
terest. The panic will not aect 
them. So with the merchants and 
manufacturers. They are not now, as in 
1873, overwhelmed with debts, and their cus- 
tomers are now largely cash custemers. The 
banks are also, except those whose money is 
loaned to stock-gzamnblers on fancy-priced 
stocks. in a sound condition. The panic in 
stocks will reach disastrously mainly the 
credulous people who have been deceived 
and wheedied into putting their money into 
railroad stocks at high prices. The panic 
will, as it did in 1878, annihilate certain rail- 
road stocks now representing hundreds of 
millions of money at market prices. There 
will also be a terrible squeezing of water 
from stocks issued that they may be sold to 
dupes and fools. There will be shrinkage in 
all stocks and the destruction of many. 

Already there is one class of speculators 
who have sold out, unloaded all their stocks 
upon innocent holders, who have become 
impatient for the panie which will destroy 
the market, and, reducing the prices of stocks 
to the minimum, enable them to buy again 
for the next boom or rise in prices. From 
this gang or wing of the gambling army 
there are issued all kinds of reports to hasten 
the panic which all know to be inevitable. 
Of this character was the story of Wednes- 
day that Jay Gould was dead. The malicious 
character of the report, and ite gross in- 
deeency are without apology, but the indig- 
nation expressed by the other branch of the 
stock-gamblers is supremely ridiculous. 
It was merely characteristic of the tactics of 
combatants both utterly unprincipled and 
engaged in a scheme of dishonestly plunder- 
ing the unwary public. 

Our advice is that all persons who have 
bought or invested in speculative railroad 
stocks should sell out, and that without de- 
lay, and invest no more. Leave gambling to 
the gamblers. Let the Wall street cut- 
throats deal with one another; let other men 
who have accumulated some money avoid 
stock speculation as they wou!d the common 
gawmbling-roem.

The times 
given are the same for every part of the earth's 
hbalf-surface that is turned away from the sun. 
But the local times at any place will be 
earlier if west of Caicago, and la if east of 
Chicago, at the rate bf four (4) me ha of time 
for every degree of longitude. The tact that all 
the flyures are givenin the Ephemerides, aud 
answer for every place by simply adding or sub- 
tracting for longitude, is a great thing for some 
people. It enables them to parade the work of 
others as their own, aud display an immense 
umount of ignorance in stating quantities with a 
precision which the real computer would never 
attempt. No mau wo really understands what 
he is writing about would ever assume tostato to 
within a tenth part of a mile the diameter 
of the earth's shadow at the distance of the 
moon, a8 was done recently with reference to 
this eclipse,

‘when completed. If this report be 
true, the European Powers seem to 
be overestimating their authority so far 
as the building of the canal is concerned. 
The United States care very little by whom 
the work is undertaken, provided that the 
shares are put early on the market. There 
is no objection whatever to European capital 
and enterprise taking this direction, so long 
as it is not attempted to make it an exeluslvely 
European scheme. When the canal is com- 
pleted it will be a

to dictate how it shall be controlled. Central

@lectricity from Paris to Glasgow. He 
pays: “The million foot-pounds kept 
inthe box during the seventy-two hours’ 
journey from Paris to Glasgow was no ex- 
aggeration. One of the four cells, after be- 
ing discharged, was recharged again by its 
laboratory battery, and was then left to 
itself, absolutely undisturbed, for ten 
days. After that it yielded me 
200,000 foot - pounds, or a little 
more than a quarter of a million. This not 
only confirms Meyner’s' measurements, but 
itseems further to show that the waste of 
stored electricity by time is not great, and 
‘that for days and weeks, at all events, it may 
not be a practical moment. I have already 
ascertained enough regarding its qualities to 
make it quite certain that it 
80LVES THE PROBLEM 
of storing electric energy in a manner and on 
a scale for many important practical applica- 
tions: It has already had in this country 
one interesting application of the smallest in

A little battery of seven boxes suf- 
fices to give the incandescence in the Swan, 
or Edison lights to the extent of 100 candles 
forsix hours without any perceptible dimi- 
hution of brilliancy. Thus, instead of need- 
ing a gas-engine or steam-engine to be kept 
= work as long as the light is wanted, with 
THE LIABILITY OF THE LIGHT FAILING 
at any moment through the slipping of the 
belt, or any other breakdown or stoppage of 
the machinery, and instead of the wasteful 
inactivity during the hours of the day or 
hight when the light is not needed, the en-

ISAACS-ALDRICTI. 
The Isaacs-Aldrich jewelry robbery case was 
again the feature in the Criminal Court pro- 


ceedings yesterday. 

Court opened with the cross-examination of 
Aldrich, one of the defendants. The only new 
fact elicited was that he bad been sworn in as a 
special policeman when he entered the employ 
of the Union National Bank. He denied, how- 
ever that the swearing-in and giving to him ofa 
„star bad been upon any conditions. He was 
closely examined as to his relations with the 
mystical Levy, but allhe could say about bim 
was that he knew him, that be was a sporting 
man, and that be had taken considerable in- 
terest in walking-matches, etc. 

C. A. Foster, ex-Lieut. Bell, the defendant's 
father, Mr. Grannis of the Union Nationa! Bank, 
J.J. P. Odell, and several others were examined 
as to Aldrich’s character, which they said was 
good. The defense had promised to thoroughly 
identify Levy by Mr. Grannis, but someho or 
other they overlooked it. 

The defense bere rested their case, and Austin 
J. Doyle was called iu rebuttal. He testified to 
Aidrich’s having been sworn in as a special po- 
liceman, and as to his baving promised to re- 
port whatever he might discover, and for which 
be was to be paid. 

Mayor Harrison was the next witness, and the 
defense labored hard, but failed, to make capital 
out of his testimony. He said be bad given 
Aldrich a star.“ with the distinct understand- 
ing that he was to report all criminal matters to 
the Police Department, or to bimselt, and that 
he was to be paid according to the service be 
rendered. In the case in question, be bad re- 
fused to tell who the thieves were or whom he 
had dealt with. and. in fact, bis conduct had 
been such that the witness bad bad occasion tuo 
send for him. The defense tried to show that it 
was from information which Aldrich 
bad furnished that the Carroll gang had 
been arrested, but the Mayor repudiated 
the idea in toto, and said that he had furnished 
the police the information in che case, and that 
some one else had posted him. He bad pleaded 
with Aldrich to tell who the thieves were, but he 
bad steadily refused, on the ground that he was 
bound not to give them away. At the time he 
had regarded Aldrich’s informants and the 
thieves as one and the same,and thought his 
duty was to the public, and not to them, if he 
was an bonest man. In reply to questions as tu 
the power of the police to compromise with 
thieves, Mr. Harrison said that no such authori- 
ty bad ever been given, and that 
ever heard of any member 
force exercising such authority that 
be the last cf him. ere were cases 
which the entertaining of propositions to return 
goods—where one thief would turn up the goods 
and his associates—were entertained, but only 
by the Police Superintendent or bimself. In ex- 
plalumg where he derived his authority in such 
matters, or his power to make such arrange- 
ments, the Mayor rather facetivusly referred to 
the fact that he had recently been reélected by 
8,000 majority, which, be thought, vught to give 
him some privileges not eujoyed by ordiuary 
mortals. 

At the conclusion of the Mayor's testimony 
the case was rested. The arguments will begin 
this morning, and will probably not be com- 
pleted before late to-morrow afternoon. 


M’°KAY DIGS HIS OWN PIT. 

The South Side Rolling-Miil robbery case was 
before Judge Anthony again at 9 o'clock yester- 
day morning, and Alexander McKay came for- 
ward and entered a pica of guilty, withdrawing 


for this purpose his former plea of not guilty. 
After the plea had been entered he was asked if 
he had anything to say, whereupon he produced 
astatement in writing, which he read. It was 
but a reiteration of his story at the time of his 
arrest. It set forth that, up to about Oct. 25, he 
had been in the employ of Crane Brothers, but 
left them to accept a place at the Rolling- Mills 
which Thomas Finucan was to procure for him. 
While waiting for his new job his money gave 
out, and he called at Finucan's store every day 
or two, and Finucan was coastantly calling his 
attention to the contents of the Roiling-Miil 
safe, and insisting upon dis robbing it. 
He kept putting Finucan off, and finally 
told him that he had no tools to do the work 
with, whereupoo Finucan gave bim #4 to get the 
tools, and he agreed to do the job. He pur- 
chased some driiis, powder, fuses, etc., but stin 
wanted a brace, which Finucan furnished bim. 
He also procured some one tohelp in the rob- 
bery beside Pat Kavanaugh, but the third party 
backed out at the last moment. In the mean- 
timo be bad procured a half-inch iron plate, and, 
in Finucan’s presence, drilled a hole in it to see 
bow the drills would work. After this be and 
Ka vu uuugh got a new third party (Joe Newnam), 
and committed the robbery, taking the money 
to Finucan’s for division. They found that they 
had obtained about $7,000, of which he took $70 
in gold and $300 in bills, which he put into his 
hat. He subsequently divided the $1,000 between 
Finucan, Kavanaugh, and himself. each taking 
$300, while the other $100 was given to 
u poor person. The balance of the money 
was divided into four equal shares, 
he receiving $1,400 in all, the most of which he 
ave Finucan to keep for him, and which 
inucan subsequently turned over to the police. 
In couclusion, he claimed that the robbery 
amounted to $11,000, and went on to insinuate 
that Finucan, having only divided 87,000, had 
the other $4,000, etc. 
McKay’s statement had been made, ana his

JUDGE BLODGETT’S CRIMINALS. 

The trial of John Bate, alias “Dr” Olin, was 
concluded yesterday morning before Judge 
Biodgett.

HOMEMISSIONS. 
THE FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 

The Convention of the American Home Mis- 
sionary Society reassembled in Central Music- 
Hall at 9 o'clock yesterday morning, and, after 
the usual devotional exercises, was called to 
order by Vice-President Seeley. 

The Rev. Mr. Clapp, Treasurer, read a paper on 
the finances of the Society. The cash receipts 
for the fifty-five years—from May, 1826, to May, 
1881—had been in round numbers $9,031,000. Of 
this cum the six New Engiand States contributed 
$5,823,000, the four Middle States $2,073,- 
000, the eleven Southern States 845. 
600, and eighteen interior Western 
and Northwestern States and Territories 
nearly $1,080,000. About $62,000 had come from 
miscellaneous sources, some of them unknown, 
in this and other countries. Of this miscellane- 
ous portion, a very precious, if not so very large 
a share as some men counted largeness, was the 
gift of foreign missionaries, mindful of the land 
they left, and the vital bearing its Christian- 
izing has on the prosperity and even continu- 
ance of foreign missions. None know better 
than they that when home missions languish 
foreign missions languish also. Of the $9,031,- 
000, Massachusetts gave $2,582,000, Con- 
necticut $1,601,000, New York §$1,674,- 
000. New Engiand = and New York 
together, therefore, had given $7,497,000, leaving 
$1,033,000 received from all other sources at 
home. Pennsylvania bad given nearly $256,000, 
and New Jersey $134,000. Each New England 
State had made a very decided advance in giving 
with each succeeding decade. New York, 
Pennsylvania, and New Jersey showed very 
clearly in the fifth decade the falling-off conse- 
quent on the withdrawal of the pecuniary beip 
of the Presbyterians when codperation with 
them ceased. Of the interior and Western 
States, Ohio had given $228,000; Illinois, begin- 
ning with $2,800 in the first decade and running 
steadily up to $82,000 in the fifth. bad given 
$195,600; Michigan, nearly $134,700; Wisconsin, 
$90,000; Iowa, not beginning until the second 
decade, and then with only $1,700, nearly $88,000; 
Indiana, $42,000,—$26,600 in the third and fourth 
decades, when codperation was the order of the 
day; Missouri, $37,800: Minnesota, hardly be- 
ginning in the second decade, $34,600; California, 
not beginning until the third decade, $35,750; 
Kansas, not being fairly formed until the fourth 
decade, 318.400; Nebraska, also beginning in the 
fourth decade, $9,562. These figures represented 
only the receipts in cash. As was well known, 
there had been from the first a large amount 

GIVEN IN ANOTHER FORM, 

—that of clothing, books, housekeeping articles, 
etc., and cash passed directly by the officers to 
the missionary bouseholds. These had been 
mostly the gifts of Christian women, and, help- 
ful as they had been pecuniarily, they had done 
far more to forward the work by the moral 
and spiritual strengtb the missionaries gathered 
from these proofs of remembrance, Christian 
esteem, sympathy, and prayer. Many present 
could testify that the correspondence which 
accompanied the gifts had been more 
protitable to them than even the pe- 
cuniary benefit. The money value of these 
gifts was now nearly 00.000 a year, and could 
not have been less than $1,300,000 from the be- 
gino This class of gifts came very largely 
from New Eugiand Christian women. For the 
first twenty years they sent all that were known 
to have been received. Then, after a time, the 
churches of New York, New Jersey, Pennsvi- 
vania, and Delaware liberally entered into the 
work. Of late the more favored of interior and 
Western churches bad degun to show the mis- 
sionary families nearer them that they need 
not g0 to the ends of the earth in order 
to be lovingly remembered. Might not what 
Christian women had done and were doing be 
taken as an earnest of the greater things they 
were to doin the important line of Christian 
education, to which all over the land their at- 
tention was now providentially turning? There 
were undeveloped resources there on which he 
beheved God was laying His hand to-day. 

He drew from the figures 

THESE LESSONS: 

The obligation that lay upon them for devout 
gratitude to God, and to the originators and early 
iriends of home missions; the total proved that 
it was safe to appeal to the Christian priaciple of 
Christian people. This persistent going on prin- 
ciple through fifty-five years was au instructive 
— comment on the transferring and up- 

uilding of evangelical doctrine. The rate of 
progress, as the work spread westward, sug- 
gested as pertinent the inquiry whether the 
advance in the interior and West was keeping 
pace with the growth in wealth and power. This 
demanded careful consideration. he growth 
of giving for home missions furnisbed both East 
and West astimulus aud encouragement to at- 
tempt far greater things. He urged that 61.000. 
0v0 be subscribed this year. 

Prayer for continued blessing was offered by 
the Rev. Dr. Little. of Chicago. 

Dr. Storrs said the Society recognized in the 
New West Education Commission a glorious 
right hand in the home missionary work.

prepared by the Rev. E. N. Greeley, Secretary 
of New Hampsbire, regarding the work there 
and in Maine and Vermont.

A paper by Prof. Phelps, of Andover, was read. 
The evangelization of this land. he said, was the 
work of an emergency, and that emergency was 
not paralleled by the spirit, conditions, and 
prospects of any other country on the giobe. 
The element of time must be the controlling 
one in a wise policy for this conversion, and for 
the use of it as an evangelizing power over other 
nations. That which was to be done here must 
be done soon if the continent was to be saved to 
Christ, and if the power of its resources and 
prestige was to de insured to the 
cause of the world’s conversion. The 
great bulk of the work must be done 
now. Nov or never“ must be the motto of 
success in American Home Missions. Moral 
forces accumulated quickly and set quickly in 
national character. The plain question was, 
Shall our Christian life couvert this country or 
be converted by it?” The signs of Divine de- 
cree pointed to this land as the one which was 
fas! gathering to itself tne forces which must 
take the lead in the tinal conflicts of Christianity 
tor the possession of the worid. 

THE REV. JOSEPH A. CLARK, 
Secretary of Massachusetts, said that State was 
the Bevjamin of the brothers, and had the silver 
cup.

They gathsred from 
it lessons of bumility and cbeer. As to the 
future also there was abundant reason to give 
God thanks. They ought not to outrun, 
but strive to keep pace witb, the 
Divine guidance, not regardless of the 
dictates of prudence, but counting the cost and 
providing it quickly and abundantly beforehand. 
A waiting uttitude in leaders produced a waiting 
attitude in followers. Whatever was done 
should be done now. The Committee were con- 
fident that the East no less than the West de- 
sired the Soviety to be always an ongoing, ag- 
gressive, irrepressible force with reference to 
the whole Kingdom of God as committed to its 
care. They felt that the time had come for 
even greater and better things. The church 
was awakening. It should not only set 
its face toward the future, but march swiftiy 
on. It remained for the churches to af- 
ford a rational sight of the needed re- 
sources and thus put the administration 
to the speedy and welcome test. The real field 
was not New England, New York, Onio, or IIll- 
nois, for the reason that those States were able 
to care for their own home missions. The 
could not, therefore, forbear the wish that ail 
self-supporting States should cease to be within 
the fleid of the Society's beneficiary dependents. 
They would not bave the expenditures of the 
seif-supporting State Home Missionary Societies 
appear asin any way the expenditures of the 
National Society, nor their missionaries as those 
of the parent organization. The distinction 
should be made clear and decisive. 2 
were persuaded that the practical ad- 
vantages of this would more than 
balance the historic reiationship, towever 
prized. The proper field for the Society was the 
uncared-for portions of the interior and Middle 
and Western States, and the region beyond. As 
soon as possible these States should be impelled 
to self-support so that the field of the frontier 
operations of the Society might be seen in its dis- 
tinctness and in its surpassing importance.

THE LADIES. 
THEIR WORK IN UTAH. 

During the noon recess the ladies interested 
in the movement to codperate with the Society 
in sending female missionaries to Utah and ad- 
joining Territories met for conference in an in- 


formal way. 

Dr. Storrs stated that matters were in confu- 
sion, and one reason was that there was danger 
of interfering with the New West Education 
Commission which was cultivating that field, 
but the ladies ought to take hold of 
the work in some way and _ through 
some agency provide Utah and the New West 
with the Gospel. The Christian male missionary 
found a blank wall before him through which 
he could not burrow in order to teach the 
women. Two ladies ought to go to each town to 
instruct the Mormon women. He sug- 

ested the organization of a Woman's National 

ome Misssionary Commission, with beadquar- 
ters for the spreading of information, receiving 
funds from ladies, separate accounts being kept. 
There migut be headquarters in two or three dif- 
ferent States.

He was a little 
surprised that the whoie question be- 
tween the Home Missionary Society and 
the New West Education Commission was not 
a settied one. He did not want to monopolize the 
benevolence of any ladies’ society. He wanted 
them to give tothe home and to the foreign 
work, and a little, if they pleased, to the New 
West.

GRAVE ENGLISH PROBLEMS 


Caustic Talk With an Independent 
Kadical M. P.—Probability That the 
Land Biil Will Pass—W bat Gladstone 
Would Do lf it Does Not—Defeat Pos- 
sible in a Gencral Election—Chance 
ofa Hostile Retalatory Tari@—Aa Re- 
public in Kugland. 

Correspondence New York Times. 

Lonpon, May 26.—At his handsome West 
End residence one day this week I had an 
interview with a leading Radical member of 
Parliament, one of the most capable and 
daring legislators of the day. The result is 
interesting, not only as exhibiting his char- 
acteristic views on the present situation, but 
as an estimate of the opinions of a growing 
section of the advanced Libera! party. 

Q.—You are an independent member of the 
House of Commons? A.—Yes, but attached 
to the Radical party. 

Q.—You have voted invariably with the 
Land-Leaguers during the Irish question be- 
fore the House? A.—Yes, I am thoroughly 
in sympathy with them and with their de- 
mands. 

Q.—I venture to ask you these questions in 
order that my friends may properly estimate 
the value of your views upon the subject 
you are kind enough to allow me to discuss 
with you. What do you think the result of 
the ultimate voting on the Land bill will be? 
A.—That it will be carried by a considerable 
majority. Ihe vote on the second reading is 
a tolerably fair example of what one may ex- 
pect, although, of course, the big fight will 
be on the third reading. 

Q.—Will there be any considerable altera- 
tious in committee? A.—There will be 
changes, but the spirit and character of the 
bill will be maintained. 

Q.—How will it be treated in the Lords? 
A.—The general opinion in the House is that 
the Lords will accept it with certain modi- 
fications. Ido not agree with the general 
opinion. From all 1 know of Lord Salis 
bury, who is now the leader of the Conserva- 
tive party in the Lords, I. am inclined to 
think he will make a strenuous effort among 
his party to throw out the bill. Lord Salis- 
bury isa bold man, and has the courage of 
his opinions, and it must be confessed that 
the arguments already used against the biil 
in the Upper House are strong and full of 
constitutional logic. 

Q.—In the event of the House of Lords 
throwing out the bill, what would be Mr. 
Gladstone’s course of action? A.—It is un- 
derstood among Mr. Gladstone’s friends that 
the Premier would calla November session and 
send the bill back again to the Lords; but I im- 
agine he would notdoso. Ituink he would at 
once dissolve Parliament and go to the country. 
If be sent the bill back to the Lords, be could 
only wo to the country after all, and it would not 
be necessary to accentuate the obstructive 
course of the Peers by ohallengiug a double re- 
fusal of the measure, 

Q.—Supposing there should be a general eleo- 
tion, is there any prospects of the Conservatives 
coming back to power? A.—I do not think so, 
though I am free to admit that our Government 
has sustained considerable damage in the esti- 
mate of the voting public by the vacillating 
action of Mr. Gladstone in regard to Bradlaugu, 
~— agitation in its early stages, and the Trans- 
vun 

Q.—Do you disagree, then, with the policy of 
Mr. Gladstone? A.—Not in its spirit, but I think 
be has made great mistakes. He should have 
taken his coercive measures, if at all, against 
Ireland long ago; baving allowed matters to 


drift, be should bave been content with the 


powers the lu w already gave him, and he should 
have brought in bis bill promptly and in a sim- 
pier form. In regard to Bradiaugh, a word 
from Gladstone at the outset would have pre- 
vented any troubie, and Bradlaugh would bave 
been seated without fuss.

No Cortatnty that There Has Been 
Fraud in the Matter of the With- 
drawal of Grain from the Keokuk 
Kievator—Mr. Sturges Ascribes the 
Trouble to the Corn Becoming Meat- 
ed in the Bins. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
Keokuk, Ia., June 9.—A dispatch from St. 

Louis was received in this city yesterday aft- 

ernoon stating that William L. Hull, recently 

of Chicago, had been arrested on suspicion 
of being implicated in the fraudulent re- 
moval of a large amount of grain for the. 

Keokuk Elevator. Upon the receipt of this 

news Mr. Sturges was at once interviewed 

as to his knowledge of the facts. Ile states 
that for a week or ten days there has been 

a discrepancy in the elevator bins at 

this point. He ascribes thetroubie to the cora 

becoming heated in the bins. He things this, 
and the difference in weighing, will, upon in- 


vestigation, account for it all. Mr. Sturges has 
been absent from the city much of the time in 
the past four months, and was surprised when 
he learned there was any shurtage. The matter 
will be investigated at once. Mr. Mull was not 
in fact arrested. He has returned to Keokuk of 
his own acocurd to explain this shortage matter 


The firm of F. J. Kennett & Co., received a 
telegram yesterday from Mr. Kennett stating 
that matters bad been aimicably settled with the 
party or parties who are charged with irregular- 
ities in connection with grain receipts on a 
Keokuk grain elevator. It is understood that 
at the time the Chicago house made the advances 
on the elevator receipts the grain was in the 
storehouse, but was afterwards shipped to St. 


Louls and other markets and sold with- 
out the knowledge of the firm bere. 
The press dispatches stated yesterday 
that arrests of parties implicated in the 
atfair would be made in this city, but it is 


thought that no one bere knows anytbing about 
it. he arrest of Mr. Hull at Keokuk is the 
only one yet announced. He formerly belonged 
to the firm of Hull & Williams, of this city, 
which went by the board some years ago, and 
both members are now understood to be asso- 
ciated togetber iu the grain business in Keokuk.

Senator Conkling, whom I consider one 
of the ablest men in American life, was con- 
trolled by that dignity which makes him 
honored when he tendered his resignation. 
His act was not characterized by pettishness, 
as his enemies choose to say, but was that of 
dignity and manliness. This crusade upon 
Senator Conkling was commenced under the 
Administration of the late President Hayes, 
when Merritt was forced into the position of 
Collector of New York, vice Arthur, removed 
by Shermau and Hayes. Mr. Hayes’ Secre- 
tary of State forced this fight, and that 
was in 1877. Merritt was confirmed, and 
the country said it was a Conk- 
ling defeat, yet the Legislature 
elected that fail sent him back to the seat be 
had honored by a unanimous vote, on the first 
batiot. Again, Senator Kernan’s term expired 
last year. He was a Democrat. Senator Conk- 
ling went into the field, again made a personal 
issue, and elected a Legisiature whicb this 
spring sent bis man into the United States 
Senate. I see that Mr. —— ina published in- 
terview, says that the decline of Senator Conk- 
ling bas been steudy and rapid. Two such vic- 
tories as be has achieved against the Adminis- 
tru tion intluence would seem to indicate that 
bis fall bes not been very rapid.” 

* What do you think of the present situation 
at Albany, and how do you recoucile the dead- 
lock with Conkling’s power in the State?“ 

* | would say chat it is Administration influ- 
ence, and the uction of that part of the press 
hostile to Senator Conkling, notably the two 
TaipuNes.—I mean the New York and Chicago. 
The Administration may not directly do the 
work, but it is responsible for the specious ar- 
guments, statements ingeniously calculated to 
misiead, and false issues that are seut out from 
Washington.” 2 
* What do you anticipate will be the result? 
„J cannot say, as my information is gleaned 
entirely from such newspapers as I have re- 
ceived. I hope there will be no election; that 
the matter of Conkling’s vindication will be 
thrown before the peypie of New York this fail. 
There can, then, be only one result,—the tri- 
umpb of Senators Conkling and Platt.“ 

„ What do you think of Garfield's attitude in 
this matter?’ 

** | think that the President has been influenced 
by bis Secretary of State to disregard a volun- 
tary promise and offer to oousult in the matter 
of New York appointments the man who con- 
tributed to bis election. He made that promise, 
I think, in good faith, and iu the tlush of grati- 
tude: and it should bave been kept or never 
made. The animosity of Blaine to Conkling is 
so weil un that it is feet le to deny that 
it bas manifested itself in this case.”

Tun Committee on Markets decided to ask the 
Controller to report if it were advisable to re- 
new the lease of the property iu the West Divis- 
ion now used as a hay market, the lease of which 
expires July 13; also what rent should be paid 
for it. An ordinance 98 and rexulat ing the 
West Randolph Street Public Marset was read 
and referred to the Law Department for re- 
vision. The ordinance provides that the market 
shall be open from Nov. 1 to May | at 7 a. m. and 
close at II a. m.: from May 1 to Nov. I from 4a. 
m. tu 10 a. m.; provided public travel is not ob- 
structed. A Superintendent is to be appointed, 
to whom shall be paid 15 cents per day for double 
teams and 10 cents for single ones. None but 
producers are allowed to make sales, and 
peddiers and other buyers are to leave the street 
as soon as they have completed their purchases. 

REMOVING DEAD ANIMALS. 

The complaints come in thick and fast in re- 
gard to negligence in the matter of the removal 
of dead animals, apd there is evidently a mis- 
understanding on all sides. The Uniou Render- 
ing Company has the contract for the removal of 
dead animals from publig thorougfares, at $6,500 
per year. It is its uty to take all dead animals 
out of the streets and alleys, and take them to 
its works to be turned into grease. The notices 
left at the Health Office are not always com- 
plied with. in the cases of dead horses the car- 
casses are often lying in stables, and the Kender- 
ing Company das no right to enter private 
premises, and cannot take the animal without 
permission of the owner. In the Brown street 
ease the horse was left in the barn and the 
building locked. When the wagon came for the 
carcass the premises could not be entered, 
and there was no help to pull the horse out, had 
the burn been open. The most trouble is found 
withdead dogs. They are poisoned and become 
offensive in a short time. The animal is re- 
ported iving in front of a certain number in a 
street. e wagon comes round and no dead 
„ purp'“ is there. As soon as it began to smell 
the man ot the house bired a boy to pull it 
somewhere else, and sbortly after the same 
— carcass is reported from some other 
point. It is the duty of Ward Inspectors to re- 

rt dead animals when they find them, but it is 
the duty of the police to report ali cases, Which 
they do not always do, and herein lies a great 
portion of the trouble. r. De Wolf insists 
that the work of removing dead animals is being 
well done, but the mistakes occur because of 
the causes above noted. 
SEWER PIPE, THE EXPOSITION BUILDING, ETC. 


The Judiciary Committee held a meeting yes- 
terday, Aid. Young in the chair. 

The order was agreed to that the Commissioner 
of Public Works be autborized to purchase the 
sewer pipe needed by the city during 1881 with- 
out advertising for bids, provided he can pur- 
chase the pipe at 60 per cent off from the present 
card rates of the manufacturers. 

Mr. Varnell asked for compensation for in- 
juries to bis horse May 14 on the east approach 
to Twenty-second street bridge. He claimea 
$125. Referred to the Law Department. The 
Chairman was instructed to call the attention 
of the Board of Public Works to the condition 
of the Eighteenth and Twenty-second street 
bridges. 

A communication from the Controller, ac- 
companied by an ordinance in regard to the Ex- 
position Building, was received. The ordinance 
provided that the city purcbase the building, or 
receive a portion of its revenues, Action was 
deferred, and the Chairman requested to ask the 
Exposition managers to meet the Committee at 
the next meeting. 

An ordinance modifying the one relating to 
putt telegraph and telephone wires under- 
ground was talked over, and it was decided to 
ask the representatives of the companies to con- 
fer with the Committee Thursday at 4 p. m. 

A communication concerning the assessment 
for paving Blue Island avenue was postponed 
till Messrs. Kerfoot and Jones meet the Com- 
mittee at the next meeting.

THe Hospital and Public Service Committees 
of the County Board met yesterday afternoon, 
but did no business other than to uudit a lot of 
bills. The Hospital Committee reaudited the 
Wright milk bill for $730; which had once been 
rejected by the Board and referred back. The 
Public Service Committee dudited bilis agrre- 
gating about $3,000. Of this amount about $2,600 
was claimed by Mr. H. P. Chambertain for coal. 
The bill was cut down to the extent of $150 and 
ther allowed.

CLEANING THE ALLFYS. 
TEN THOUSAND DOLLARS APPROPRIATED. 

The Joint Committee on Streets and Alleys of 
the three divisions of the city met at 4 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon at the City Clerk's office to 
take under consideration the order granting 
$10,000 to the Department of Public Works for 
the purpose of cleaning the alleys. There were 
present Ald. Watkins, Dixon, Appleton, Phelps, 
Meyer, Imhof, Barrett, Blair, Lawler, Hildreth, 
Aitpeter, Dean, Hulbert, Wanzer, Hirseh.. Ald. 
Watkins presided. Ald. Lawier’s order appro- 
priating $10,000 for the purpose of cleaning the 
alleys of the city wastaken up. The order was 
read by the Chairman. 

Ald. Pheips wanted to know how far $10,000 
would go towards cleaning the alleys. 

Dr. DeWolf was present, and was asked to 
give his opinion in regard to the matter. 

The Doctor said that it was referred to the 
Department of Public Works, when it should 
have been made to the Health Department. 
Heretofore the Department of Public Works 
assisted the Health Department to cican the 
alleys in the business part of the city, where 
very many of them were used as business streets, 
and Mr. Waller re to clean them as streets 
this year because they were platted as alleys. 
He had asked for seventy teams at $3 per day, 
and the Council had allowed bim but fifty-six, 
being fourteen short of the required number. 
The amount of teams now employed for the re- 
moval of Ashes and garbage was sufficient, ifa 
piace for their reception was provided. But 
they were required to take it three-fourths of a 
mile from the First, Second, Third, and Eight- 
eenth Wards, thereby consuming double time, 
For the months of July and August, and part of 
June, an addition ot at least ten teams per duy 
was required, at an average cost of $3.50 
per day for each or a total of 
33,490, as well as $6,500 tor the removal 
of dead animals. In tbe West Division he bad 
25 teams to cover 300 miles of alleys, and it was 
an impossibility to cover this territory as ‘it 
should be covered. It was the same in the South 
Division, where there were but 22 teams for 203 
miles of alleys, and in the North Division but 12 
teams to go over 104 miles of alleys. lu the First 
Ward there were 7 teams employed; Second, 5; 
Third, 5; Fourth, 5: Fifth, I: Sixth, Seventh, and 
Eighth. 2 each: Ninth, 5; Tenth, 2; Eleventh and 
Twelfth. (each; Thirteenth, 3; Fourteenth, 1; 
Fifteenth, 2; Sixteenth, 3; Seventeenth, 2; 
Eighteenth, 5, making a total of 50 
teams employed in dail scavenger 
work, at a cost for the year of $54,984, while the 
total appropriation was but $55,000 including the 
scavenger work and the removal of Gead ani- 
mals. e beid that the city should never clean 
an alley, but should remove ashes and garbawe 
from them. To clean the alleys now would set a 
bad precedent. The city should never attempt 
to do a work which it did not propose to con- 
tinue. He would ask $7,000 more to thoroughly 
clear the alleys in the thickly-settied wards of 
asbes and garbage. 

Ald. Hildreth contended that the city bad no 
right to keep alleys clean of ashes and garbage 
or anything else, because they were not public 
thoroughfares. 

Ald. Altpeter held that the city was compelled 
to keep the alleys clear of dith of all kinds. He 
argucd that the people could not get the manure 
drawn away from the alleys. 

Ald. Phelps said that they cagid easily get 
farmers to haul the manure away,if they paid 
for the carting, as people did in the Third Ward. 

Ald. Imhof said that manure could be re- 
noe to Lincoln Park, where they were giad to 
get it. 

Ald. Wanzer said that they had drifted away 
from what they had started out to do. 

P — Lawler changed his order so as to read as 
olows: 

“That the Department of Health be and is 
hereby directed to employ as many extra teams 
as necessary to remove the garbage and ashes 
thorougbly from all alleys, at an expense not to 
exceed $10,000 in addidon to the regular appro- 
priation, the amount to be taken from the 
streets and alleys funds of the three divisions.” 

Ald. Lawler spoke in favor of the order, and 
showed bow necessary it was to clean the alleys, 
especially in the Seventh Ward, where they 
were teeming witb garbage accumulated during 
five mouths of winter. He believed that Dr. De 
Wolf would not expendany more money of this 
extra appropria uon tian was necessary to act- 
ually do the work. He believed it was fulse 
economy to save such money when it was needed 
to protect public health. 

Ald. Pheips was willing to appropriate the 
$10,000, and allow Dr. De Wolf to use it as ne 
deemed best, as he knew it would be properly 
and economically used. 

Ald. Imbof wanted the holes in alleys below 
grade filled with the refuse ushes taken up by 
the Health Department. 

Ald. Hulbert wanted to know bow it would be 
in regard to accumulations of ashes where the 
people were tuo poor to remove them. 

Dr. De Wolf said that a responsible agent or 
owner could alwavs be found, who could be 
compelled to clean and keep clean the alley. 

Aid. Hildreth uploaded another speech upon 
the Committee, opposing the order, claiming 
that the city had no right to remove ashes and 
garbage from the alleys. 

Ald. Hulbert said that Dr. De Wolf only asked 
for twenty additional teams to use two months. 

Aid. Hildreth moved that the order be so 
amended as to take the $10,000 from the Con- 
tingent Fund, or from any moneys not other- 
wise appropriated. 

This amendment was favored by Aid. Dixon, 
as the fund for streets and alleys was small 
enough asit was. Ald. Imhof was of the same 
Opinion. 

Ald. Lawier said that if the money was taken 
from the Contingent Fund the Mayor would 
veto the order. 

The order as amended was then passed, leav- 
ing the appropriation to be handled by the Com- 
missioner of Heaith for sanitary purposes, and 
taking it from the Contingent Fund. 

The Committee on Streets and Alleys, West, 
met. with Ald. Lawler in the chair. he order 
for sidewalks on Coblenz street was recommend- 
ed for passage. The petition for a sewer on Obio 
street, from Robey to Leavitt, was granted. The 
ordinance for the opening of Hoyne sireet, from 
Waubansia to North avenue, was recommend- 
ed for passage to the Council.

CEDING THE CANAL. 
WHY WHITING'S BILL WAS TIED UP. 

Among tbe small avalancheof measures which 
failed to get through at the late session of the 
General Assembly was one, introduced origin- 
ally by Senator Whiting, the Bureau County 
farmer, providing for the cession of the Illinois 
& Michigan Canal to the United States. The 
original bill. for some defect or other in its con- 
struction, was tabled in the Senate, but was re- 
placed by another differing only in form, which 
was reported from the Committee on Judiciary, 
and which, after considerable discussion and 
tinkering, was passed and sent over to the 
House, where it stuck fast; down to the last fall 
of the gavel,in tbe Committee on Cunal and 
River Improvements. That organization, it 
may be well to state, was made up of 
Stratton of Will, Parish of Cook, Simon- 
son of Rock Island, Collins of Cook, 
Thornton of Putnam, of De Kalb, 
Herver of Peoria, Chandler of Cass, Robinson of 

a Sulle, Harvey of Washington, Shaw of Cass, 


1 — of Tazewell, Duffy of Mason, Martin of 


White, Gallup of Peoria, McMahon of Cook, and 
Vaughey of LaSalle. No other Committee in 
the House received as much newspaper drubbing 
for what it did, as well as for what it failed to do, 
and no other any more richly deserved it. It was 
the bag, 80 to speak, out of which were allowed 
to escape all of those extravagant schemes for 
the

the payment ot stale elaims brought by con- 
tractors on the canal, and, worst of all, gi- 
gantic steal known as the Lake-Front grab. 
None of them got very far on the calendar, it is 
true, but that wasn't the Committee's fault. 
The average member of that Committee appar- 
ently had but three ideus. One was to break 
into the State Treastry, another to “down” 
Chicago, and another to beat the railroads. For 
some upaccountabie reason, Mr. Parish was the 
only one of the Cook County members of the 
Committee who lent his aid to the bill which 
proposed to recover to the State its alleged title 
to the Lake- Front and certain dock property in 
Chicago. As for Mr. Coltins, it is doubtful if be 
ever attended one of the Committee's meetings, 
his Chairmanship of the Committee on Corpora- 
tions and his membership in the Committee on 
Revenue making large drafts on his time, and, 
no doubt, throwing bim into more congenial 
company than he would have fallen ſuto in 
what was generally known as the queer Com- 
mittee of the House. Mr. McMahon, the other 
Cook County member, attended tew oc the meet- 
ings, but, 80 far as heard from, 
never did my e+ against the interest of Chi- 
cago, while he did a great deal for the cause of 
decency and bumanity in Chicago in another di- 
rection—in the introduction and passage of the 
Tenement-House bill. The causes for the

of the bill to cede the canal may now be briefly 
explained, in the light of the toregoing re- 
marks on the Committee's make-up. In the 
first place, the Treasury-raiders were too busy 
during the earlier and middie part of the 
session in hatching schemes for the payment of 
snide claims, the “snatching” of the Lake- 


Front, and the improvement of the Okaw, the 


Big and Little Muddy, the Big and Little Beau- 
coup, and other drift-dammed and mud-choked 
rivulets, to bother their alleged brains about 
anything else. Between tines, indeed, they did 
manage to tinker up Senator Munn's pump- 
ing-works’ resolution, but their tinker 

was in pursuance of that  aforesak 
desire to “down” Chicago, and the time 
which they were thus compeiled to take 
from their equally congenial employment in the 
capacity of creek-improvers and claim-payers 
was not, therefore, begrudged. In the next 
piace, the Granger inteliect conceived the idea 
that to surrender the canal to the General Gov- 
ernment would be simply to play into the bands 
of the railroads, which corporations, as they 
were fain to believe, controlled the National 
Congress and could make it do their bidding in 
the matter of toils, etc., should Congress ever 
acquire the manugement of., or have anything 
to do with, the lilinois & Michigan Canal. In 


short, the bill was quietly smothered in the Com- 


mittee, either purposely or asa result of negli- 
gence and of too many other fishtofry. What 
its fate would bave been bad it gotten out of the 


Committee and been placed upon the calendar.

Mr. Curran moved that the lease be approved, 
and that, when the Board receives official notice 
that the National Safe Deposit Company is or- 
gunized, it be signed and executed by the Presi- 
dent and Clerk of the Buard according to the 
terms of the Firat National- Bank's bond. 

Mr. English moved in amendment that the 
lease bo so framed that the bank. as part of the 
consideration, agree to occupy the building as 
an office for banking purposes. At the same 
time it did notseem fair to him to seek to bind 
the bank for halt a century.

The Plaintiff Tells the Tear- 
Compelling Story of Her 
Wrongs. 


Unartistic Drunks, Followed by 
Brief Spells of Sober- 
ing-Up. 


A Growing Habit, Which the Rum-Seller 


Encouraged, Despite Her Warn- 
ings. 


Elkins Still Drinking,” and Chewing Morphine— 
Cudney’s Barkeeper, ** Formerly ” 
Cooper. 


The trial of the Elkins case was resumed in 
the Superior Court yesterday morning before 
Judge Williamson. 

Milis H. Cobb, brother of Mrs. Elkins, again 
took the stand, ana testified in regard to the 
mental and physical condition of Elkins when 
living at Hinsdale. Elkins vas uncontrollable, 
and required to be watched. He tried to jump 
out of the window, and was only prevented by 
force from doing 80. He received a wound on 
his foot by kicking through the window. This 
was in March, 1880,—on the occasion referred to 


by Dr. Keeler, a former witness. 

On cross-examination, witness said that Elkins 
had paid no board since August, 1580. His 
brother and himself bad supported Mrs. Elkins 
and her two children, but it was impossible for 
witness to state how much each one contributed. 
Mrs. Elkins was to pay $40 per month for board 
for herself and children. Eikins owed witness 
about $100, when witness swore out a writ of at- 
tachment, under which he recovered some pict- 
ures from Cudney’s and other places. These 
pictures were now in Mrs. Elkins’ possession. 
Witness emphatically denied that he was ever 
intoxicated at Cudney’s or elsewhere. He 
never asked Cudney or his barkeeper to give 
Elkins a drina in order to straighten him up. 
Onlv saw Elkins get two drinks at Cudney’s, 
although he was there from twenty to fifty 


times. Elkins could get no liquer while witness 
was present. Witness never saw Elkins with a 
bottle in bis pocket at Cudney’s saloon. Had 
not seen Elkins for three or four months, and 
did not know of his own knowledge where he 


was. 

Mr. Dow said he had reason to believe Elkins 

was in the city. 

LUCY A. ELKINS, 

plaintiff in this suit, next took the stand. She 
said she bad been married just eleven years, and 
had two children. Her busband,and herself 
boarded with her father from thé time of the 
marriage until the spring of 1873. Then they 
kept house at No. 1151 Michigan avenue for one 
fear, and afterwards on Sixteenth street and at 
io. 102% Michigan avenue. They lived in good 
style,—as weil as * — could ask. Next they 
vourded with Mr. Elkins’ mother, from May, 
1875, to May, 1876. In the latter year Elkins went 
to Philadeipbia and Lake Superior. In October, 
1876, they went to housekeeping on Michigan av- 
enue, and remained there till May 
1, 1877, when they moved to Prairie avenue. 
All these residences were of good character and 
in a desirable part of the city. At first they 
were comfortable and had nice furniture. El- 
kins paid £100 a month for rent, ana provided 
well for bis family. He made witness a liberal 
allowance for clothing, and she had carriages, 
amusements, etc., and was well-treated. his 
referred to the earlier part of their married life. 

Mrs. Elkins detailed at length the story of the 
movements of berself and husband from one 

int to anotheron the South Side, and finally to 

insdale. Her present residence was at No. 3810 
Johnson place, with her brothers, Mills H. and 
Willard Cobb. Neither her father nor ber broth- 
ers bad any private means, but the latter worked 
onasalary. Witness had no means of support. 
She bad known Elkins since be was 17 yeurs old, 
and never knew him to drink liquor of any kind 
until the fall of 1876. He was of most industri- 
ous babits,—worked a great deal too hard, in 
fact. In 1877 be would sometimes come home 
under the influence of liquor. in 1878 and the 
early part of 1879 he did not support witness as 
well as he did before. The habit of drinking was 

GROWING ON HIM, 
and he could not work us well as he once did. 

The witness broke down entirely while telling 
bow her husband sobered up in October, 1879, 
when their little boy lay sick, and remained 
sober until the following March. He worked very 
hard then, she said, and got together a tine col- 
lection of pictures. For some months he lived 
at Racine, but on bis return, in February, 1880, 
be went off and was brought home the next 
nfght with a black eye. Witness had to go to his 
studio and open it for his pupils. Elkins was 
drunk most of the time during 1830, and witness 
could not keep him at home, although she tried 
every means in her power. Witness hunted 
for him by day and night, from one saloon to 
anotber. He would go olf wearing a nice suit of 
new clothes and come back dressed in old gar- 
ments of the poorest kind, his oon having been 
taken from bim. Since that time, Elkins bad 
painted what he called drunken pictures,”’ but 
bad done no good work. His longest spell 
of sobriety was twelve days, and be bad fur- 
nished witness no support to speak of since 
March 18, 1880. Witness received $30 or $40 from 
him between that time and the beginning ot 
this suit in February last. 

Mrs. Elkins testified further that she first 
knew Wiiliam Cudney in 1877. He was thrown 
from his horse and seriousiy injured, and was 
brought home to his house on Prairie avenue, 
near where witness lived. Witness saw him 
going in and out of a saloon on the corner of 
Thirty-tirst street and Indiana avenue, but did 
not know whether he owned it at that time or 
not. In the summer of 1878 witness warned 
Cudney vot to give Elkins any liquor. or to allow 
him to treat or be treated, in his saloon. 
In the spring of 1880 witness went to 
Cudney’s saloon on South Water street, having 
founda raffle-ticket dated from that place in 
Eikins’ pocket. Saw Cudney there on many oc- 
casions, and found Elkins there twice. Forbade 
Cudney giving her husband drink of any kind, 
or taking bis pictures,or giving him money. 
Cudney repiied that Elkins was good for 3500, 
and be would trust him to that amount. Wit- 
ness told him that Elkins was squandering his 
time and 

NEGLECTING HIS FAMILY, 

and should not be encowraged in doing 80. 
Elkins was under the influence of liquor when 
witness saw bim at Cudney's. He talked a great 
deal, and wanted more to drink. When drink- 
ing he would spend money freety. He would 
go out with $0 to S100, and within twenty- 
tour bours would be found without a cent. 
His drunkenness had entirely destroyed the 
market for his pictures. Witness had placed 
some of themon exhibition, and had tried to 
dispose of them, but without success. These 
were the good pictures, and those he painted 
siuce that time bore no comparison with bis 
sober work. The placing of his pictures in sa- 
loons had burt the sale. 

The witness described the delirium tremens 
episode at Hinsdale, when she found a rope hid- 
den in the bed. Elkins told ber he wauted to 
get out the window, but that the house was too 
full of people. He said some one wanted to kill 
bim, and be was going home with the doctor. 
After that he acted very strangely. and, when 
alone with witness, calied upon some persons 
whom he supposed to be in the yard to shoot 
him if they wanted to. In tact, he bad a very 
bad attack of the jim-jams, and acted as men 
do under such cunditions. 

the cross-¢xamination, which was conduct- 
ed by Col. Ricaby, Mra. Eikina repeated the story 
of her boarding ana housekeeping experiences. 
Elkins never bad a drop of liquor, she said, from 
the hands of witness in his life, and she never 
told bis mother that she had given Elkins drink. 
She knew Foster & Gocing, pieture-frume deal- 
ers, but never drank anything at their piace. 
Never drank any liquor in her life, but bad 
drank beer. Knew George Dietrich, a livery- 
man, who drowned himself recently, but did not 
go to Foster & Goeing's in a sieigh with Dietrich

„always called him Arthur.“ 
Goeing had been at ber house, but never had 
any whisky there. Witness i

a glass. Witness swore positively that she never 
d Eikins’ mother that she bad been drinking 
with him over night. and that they both got 
pretty full. Saw Elkins last week in 4— be 
was then drinking some, and taking morphine. 
Witness did not know Henry Austin, of Kalama- 
zoo, and never saw him. Kues nothing 
of Elkins’ owing $1,250 for rent in 1877; knew he 
did not owe any such amount.

HOME GATHERINGS. 
THE TOWING BUSINESS OVERDONE. 

Probably no season for years bas proved 80 
unprofitable financially to tug-owners as the 
present one. In addition to the unfavorable 
weather that gas prevailed since the opening of 
the season, making navigation of the lakes ex- 
tremeiy slow and hazardous for sailing vessels, 
and vessels consequently scarce, comparatively, 
in this port, the expenses of towing craft have 
been increased from 25 to 100 per cent over those 
of last season. The prevailing wages of en- 
gineers are $% a month, and the wages of deck - 
hands and firemen range from $50 a month up- 
ward. To this must be added the high price of 
bituminous coal at this port,—$4.50 per ton,—cach 
tug burning on an average five tons 
per day, bringing the daily expense of a tug up 
to $30 per day, not including the wear and tear 
of the machinery and boat. To all this must be 
furtner added the fact that ali towing is now 
done at 2 per cent off. Tugs go as far as Wau- 
kegan looking for tows, and many of the ves- 
sels picked up and brought into port will not 
pay the towing associanons $10 not profit. 80 
discouraging has the business of towing grown 
that several of the tug companies have been se- 
riously considering the vy, ered of laying up 
some of their boats for t alance of the sea- 
son. There are now sixty-one tugs.,in commis- 
sion at this port, about twenty more than are 
really needed to do the business.
